The Secretary said the exact re- 
sults of the experiment would not 
be revealed. He issued a state-, 
ment saying: 

“The results of the experiments 
on the hull of the ship, popularly 
referred to as the Washington. 
were of great military value and 
will be immediately considered by 
the special board dealing with the 
relative value of the various arms 
of the service with a view to deter- 
mining the most advantageous dis- 
position of the available appropria- 
tions for national defense. 

“To state with any detail the na- 
ture and character of the experi- 
ments conducted upon the hull of 
this ship would not only be to give 
to foreign nations the advantages 
of the experiments involved on our 
part, but give the advantages of in- 
formation which could only be ob- 


that expended by our Government 
‘and thus surrender one of the ad- 
vantages accorded to us by the 
jtreaty for the limitation of arma- 
ments which required this vessel to 
be permanently sunk or broken up, 
but permitted its use as a target 
before actual sinking. 

“The expectation of our navai 
constructors concerning the resist- 
ing power of the ship against gun- 
fire, bomb and torpedo explosions 
have been fully justified and the 
detailed examination of the huil 
after the various explosions will be 
of inestimable value in the develop- 
ment of our national defense.”

FIRST PALACE OF 
BABYLON’S KINGS 
UNEARTHED AT KISH 


Structure Reveals Magnificent 
Architecture and Master 
Art Work.

CHICAGO, Nov. 26.—The ruins 


of what is believed to have been 
the first palace of the Kings of 
Bablyon have been unearthed by 


the Field Museum-Oxford expedi- 
tion excavating the ruins of Kish, 
according to word received h 
by D. C. Davies. director of the 
museum 

The palace probably Its the old- 
est architectural structure ever 
found in the Near East, according 
to Prof. S. Langdon, Assyriologist, 
head of the expedition. It is built 


of the earliest tyfe of brick known | 


and is in a remarkable state of 
preservation. 

The excavators found a magnifi- 
eent brick stairway, flanked by a 
great wall and built into alcoves. 
Near it was an imposing colonnade 
of brick pillars, running before a 
throne room. Around the throne 
room were many exquisitely worked 
plaques, arranged in a great frieze. 
depicting expeditions of the first 
Kings to subdue foreign cities. 
Other plaques showed cattle being 
brought home, The quality of the 
inlaying and engraving revealed 
the Sumerians as masters of these 
arts, Prof. Langdon reported.

The story of how Wade was 
shipwrecked in the North Atlantic, 
during the world cruise, and how 
he was rescued with Lieut. Ogden, 
will be followed as these flyers tell 
the tale later in this series. 

LIEUT. HENRY H. OGDEN, 

Lieut. Henry Horatio Ogden is 
the youngest of the six globe fiy- 
ers. He was 24 years old Sept. 
13. Only a little more than five 
years ago he not only had never 
flown an airplane, but actually he 
had never seen one. 

He was born in Woodville, Miss., 
the son of E. P. Ogden, who con- 
ducted a country store, controlled 
four cotton plantations and ran a 
cotton gin. Like atl the other 
world fiyers except Lieut. Nelson, 
Ogden is @escended from pioneer 
American stock. His mother is a 
member of the same family as that 
of Mrs. Miriam Ferguson, the new- 
ly elected Governor of Texas. 

Few adventures, outside of those 
which may come to a boy who 
spends his time with the negroes on 
a cotton plantation, came to Ogden 
before his entry into the army. But 
that entry, in 1919—he was too 
young to be accepted during the 
war—came when he was only 19 
years old, or only three years older 
than Licut. Nelson when Nelson ieft 
his Scandinavian home for his a4- 
ventures at sea. So Ogden’s adven- 
tures came‘when he was young, 
also. 

He entered the air service de- 
partment at Montgomery, Ala., and 
took a course in the construction 
of airplane motors. Fivy months
